Lon don , Feb. 16 (A*)—The an ­ 
n ou n cemen t of the v ast in crease 
in Britain ’s rearm am en t driv e 
was welcomed here today bu t in 
German y it produ ced a sharp 
thru st at the Un ited States. 
Chan cellor Hitler’s own paper, 
Voelkischer Beobachter, scored 
the Un ited States for “in creasin g 
in tern ation al ten sion ” by sellin g 
war 
materials 
to 
Eu ropean 
cou n tries. 
Presu mably the n ewspaper re­ 
ferred to the sale of airplan es to 
Britain an d Fran ce. 
Commen tin g on the an n ou n ce­ 
men t to parliamen t by Sir John 
Simon , chan cellor of the ex ­ 
chequ er, th at British rearm a­ 
men t this y ear wou ld cost 58 0,- 
000,000 pou n ds ($2,900,000,000), 
an in crease of 17 5,000,000 pou n ds 
($87 5,000,000) Voelkischer Beo­ 
bachter reg retted that the tempo 
of rearmin g was determin ed by 
states whose n ation al requ ire­ 
men ts in the German v iew did 
ju stify su ch measu res. 
The paper said: 
“We are thin kin g primarily of 
the Un ited States which has n ot 
on ly u n der a deliberately false 
pretex t of the ‘threaten in g of 
America’ in creased its own arm ­ 
amen ts by leaps an d bou n ds, bu t 
also today in the midst of peace 
the Un ited States appears in Eu ­ 
rope as su pplier of war material 
on a larg e scale an d thu s in ­ 
creases in tern ation al 
t e n s i o n 
eman atin g from this wav e of a r­ 
mamen ts.” 
The n ew defen se loan —Sir 
John said the British g ov ern ­ 
men t wou ld seek to dou ble its 
borrowin g power to 800,000,000 
pou n ds ($4,000,000,000) — w a s 
welcomed by British n ewspapers.

him for a “ride” in his own car. 
He was wou n ded in a stru g g le 
ov er his own g u n which the rob­ 
bers took from his machin e. The 
weapon was said to be a reg u lar 
12-g au g e shotg u n an d n ot a 
sawed-off shot g u n as first re­ 
ports stated. 
After holdin g him u p with his 
own g u n , the robbers took $100, 
the property of his employ ers. 
The hold-u p men were in his 
machin e when he retu rn ed to 
the car, accordin g to in formation 
obtain ed by police. 
Clarkson is well kn own here 
an d resides at 415 North Arthu r 
street.

Becau se Hopkin s is a close 
White Hou se adv iser an d also is 
frien dly with man y opposition 
sen ators, some politician s ex ­ 
pressed belief he mig ht g o far 
toward fin din g a common meet­ 
in g g rou n d for div erg en t party 
faction s. 
Mu rphy ’s first effort toward 
party 
harmon y , 
au thoritativ e 
reports said, may be a recom­ 
men dation th at the chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e appoin t Harold M. Stephen s 
of Utah to su cceed the retired. 
Ju stice Bran deis on the su preme 
cou rt. 
Stephen s n ow is a member of 
the federal cou rt of appeals for 
the District of Colu mbia. Sev ­ 
eral western sen ators hav e been 
u rg in g that a man from their 
section be n amed. 
As attorn ey g en eral, Mu rphy 
will report on the qu alification s 
of those recommen ded for the 
cou rt v acan cy . He has told some 
sen ators, it was learn ed, that he 
is fav orably in clin ed toward Ste­ 
phen s. 
The party differen ces were em­ 
phasized today when three west­ 
ern sen ators disclosed they wou ld 
make n o recommen dation s for

Wilson 
con sen ted an d told the g u ards to 
leav e on the cu rren t u n til 9 
p. rn . It ordin arily is tu rn ed off 
at 4 p. rn . 
The other fiv e, William H. 
Gen try , alias William B. Woods 
of Su mmerv ille, Ga., J. V*. Balr of 
Su mpter, Herbert Moorman of 
Detroit, Mich., Georg e Win g ard 
of Colu mbia, an d Clay ton Cran s 
of Rochester, N. Y., told report­ 
ers they were “ready to g o” after 
they an d Su ttles receiv ed of­ 
ficial n otice y esterday th at the 
state su preme cou rt had den ied 
their appeals.

Gov ern or Town sen d sen t word 
to the hou se y esterday he cou ld 
n ot prepare the list within the 
time limit set an d withou t an ap­ 
propriation . 
The resolu tion was in trodu ced 
by Rep. Robert A. Hoov er (R- 
Goshen ) who asserted he was 
in formed on ly y esterday th at at 
on e state in stitu tion there are 63 
employ es as compared with on ly 
128 in mates.

The lowest temperatu re in two 
y ears was reached early Thu rs­ 
day morn in g when the mercu ry 
took a su dden skid to on e below 
zero, Elwood Kirkwood of Mau zy , 
local meteorolog ist, reported. 
Thu rsday morn in g ’s on e below 
fig u re was n ot on ly the lowest in 
two y ears bu t also the first time 
in this period th at a su b-zero 
temperatu re has been reached. 
Last win ter’s coldest was 2 abov e 
while the prev iou s low for this 
win ter was 5 abov e, Mr. Kirk­ 
wood’s records rev eal. 
Althou g h a risin g mercu ry is 
forecast for ton ig ht with most­ 
ly clou dy con dition s, colder is on 
tap for Friday , accordin g to the 
weatherman .

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WASHINGTON’S ADVICE 
Prophetic v ision was among the gifts of George 
Washington. When he had led his cou ntry ’s 
forces to su ccessfu l conclu sion of the Rev olu tion, 
he was the logical choice of the people to head 
the newly -organized civ il gov ernment. 
In shaping popu lar opinion of the time, tra ­ 
ditions of monarchy ex erted strong influ ence. 
Indeed, before Washington’s retirement from 
command of his v ictoriou s army , he was ap­ 
proached by a grou p of generals with an offer 
to mak e him k ing. The proposal was rejected 
with stern reproof. 
Washington sou ght not greatness of station or 
personal power. He su bmerged su ch thou ghts by 
prev isioning the greatness of his cou ntry throu gh 
realization of new ideals of democracy finer and 
better than ev er had been achiev ed elsewhere in 
the world. 
In a letter to Patrick Henry , Washington wrote, 
“I want an American character, that the powers 
of Eu rope may be ^conv inced we act for ou rselv es 
and not for others.” 
He wanted a different America, an America 
free to become a prov ing grou nd for the finest 
principles of popu lar ru le throu gh representativ e 
gov ernment. England had been wrestling with 
su ch problems for more than a centu ry and had 
made progress bu t slowly becau se hindered by 
the complex relationships of Eu rope. France 
had cau ght the inspiration bu t still was u nder 
control of despotism. Washington saw th at the 
remoteness of America offered its best prospect 
to nu rtu re and to bring to perfection the ideals 
of democracy . 
Cau tion was of the essence of his natu re. When 
bu t a boy he had written in his copy -book a list 
of ru les as gu ide to his condu ct. One of these 
stands ou t as worthy of observ ance by ou r au ­ 
thorities to this day : ‘‘Undertak e not what y ou 
cannot perform bu t be carefu l to k eep y ou r 
promise.” 
Another admonition comes down to ou r time 
with equ al force: “Observ e good faith and ju s­ 
tice toward all nations. Cu ltiv ate peace and har­ 
mony with all. It will be worthy of a free, en­ 
lightened and at no distant period a great na­ 
tion, to giv e to mank ind the magnanimou s and 
too nov el ex ample of a people alway s gu ided by 
qn ex alted ju stice and benev olence.” 
In his Farewell Address he cau tioned against 


tendencies which show signs of dev eloping in ou r 
day . He said, “It is important that the habits 
of think ing in a free cou ntry shou ld inspire cau ­ 
tion in those entru sted with its administration, 
to confine themselv es within their respectiv e 
constitu tional spheres, av oiding in the ex ercise 
of powers of one department to encroach u pon 
another. . . . The necessity of reciprocal check s 
on the ex ercises of political power by div iding 
and distribu ting it into different depositories and 
constitu ting each the gu ardian of the pu blic weal 
against inv asions by the others, has been ev i­ 
denced by ex periments ancient and modern.” 


BUSINESS HOPES RISE 
If bu siness leaders are slow in throwing off the 
mood of pessimism there is su bstantial reason 
for their attitu de. They hav e been stru ggling 
with the forces of depression and recession for 
nine y ears. They hav e been su stained by the 
hope of finding prosperity ju st arou nd the cor­ 
ner or ju st bey ond the horizon. Instead they 
hav e fou nd disappointment. It is u nderstanda­ 
ble that they shou ld be slow to respond to heart­ 
ening dev elopments. Their interests demand, 
howev er, that they recognize the processes of 
change so that they may av ail themselv es of the 
opportu nities that these processes bring. . 
There are a great many ev idences of improv e­ 
ment, and it is u nfortu nate that they are so 
little recognized by bu siness men who are 
steeped in pessimism and other citizens intensely 
preoccu pied with ev ents abroad and m atters at 
home that are of far less importance. The stage 
at present is set for recov ery . The adv ancement 
of recov ery shou ld be the dominant interest and 
pu rpose of the American people. 
Electric power ou tpu t is u p, thou gh at this time 
of the y ear the trend is u su ally downward. The 
Febru ary monthly letter of the National City 
Bank , reporting that “in the United States the 
cu mu lativ e forces of the trade cy cle shou ld be 
toward recov ery ,” mentions gov ernment spend­ 
ing, the good bu siness ou tlook , a satisfactory re­ 
tail trade prospect and fav orable reports from 
the au tomobile indu stry as among the “stimu ­ 
lating factors.” 
Gov ernment spending cannot, of cou rse, bring 
prosperity , bu t if bu siness activ ity gains and gov ­ 
ernment spending is redu ced, the ou tlook will in­ 
deed be rosy .

341-368 (19 12). He wrote: 
“It is now known that all these 
diseases, with the ex ception of 
pellag ra, can be prev ented and 
cu red by the addition of certain 
prev entiv e su bstances; the defi­ 
cient su bstances, which are of 
the natu re of org anic bases, we 
will call ‘v itamines’; and we will 
speak of a beri-beri or scu rv y v i­ 
tamine, which means a su bstance 
prev enting the special disease.” 
Dr. Fu nk’s new desig nation 
g av e added impetu s and conv en­ 
ience to an embry onic field of 
scientific achiev ement. Today Dr. 
Fu nk continu es his researches, 
larg ely in the field of hormones, 
in his laboratory a t Ru eil-Mal- 
maison, near Paris.

Befo re 5 0,000 h eilin g Nazi dig­ 
n itaries an d o n lo o kers a t th e 
Blo h m an d Vo ss sh ip y ards Hit- 
er seized th e o p p o rtu n ity o f p o ­ 
u rin g th e creato r o f th e Ger­ 
m an emp ire as mu ch th e same 
kin d o f a m an as h imself — 
destin ed by p ro v iden ce to be a 
lo n ely figu re figh tin g again st a 
wo rld o f o bstacles. 
“Ev ery wh ere th e n o n -en ities 
aro se in o p p o sitio n to th e o n ly 
gen iu s o f h is time,” Hitler said.

The im­ 
p o rtant, diamo nd-stu dded sp o t is 
right a t the middle of a lo ng ta ­ 
ble. 

Su p p ose the head- 
and-fo o t cu sto m were in u se 
when the King and Qu een of 
England v isit here nex t Sp ring. 
At the White Hou se dinner that 
will be giv en fo r them the Presi­ 
dent wou ld sit a t the head with 
he Qu een o n his right. And 
where wou ld the King o f Brig­ 
and and Emp ero r o f India be 
fo u nd? Why down at the fo o t of 
the table o n Mrs. Roosev elt’s 
right. And heav en fo rbid that a 
King be su nk down amo ng the 
salt-and-p ep p ers. 1 
So W ashingto n’s so cial arbiters 
say th at a ho st and ho stess 
sho u ld sit facing each o ther a t 
the center o f a lo ng table. That 
p u ts the ranking gu ests (king- 
this o r p rince-that) right in the 
middle o f things. 
And does th at add an ex tra 
fillip to the u nderco v er battle 
raging amo ng the so cial-ites! 
They are bu sy wheedling, wang­ 
ling and blu ffing fo r inv itatio ns 
to dinner fo r the Britishers, bu t 
in additio n, they are jo ckey ing 
fo r p o sitio ns u p near the ro ses 
in the silv er centerp iece. Half a 
dozen letters come in each day 
hinting that Mr. and Mrs. wou ld 
be able to find time to attend a 
dinner fo r George the Six th and 
his lady . 
There is ano ther p ro blem, to 
seating dinner gu ests a t the 
White Hou se. Some 80 to 9 0 are 
inv ited to each o f the fiv e o ffi­ 
cial dinners giv en each seaso n. 
That is to o many p eop le to seat 
at o ne lo ng table, and besides no ­ 
body can sit with his back to the 
President. So the White Hou se 
table is set u p like a ho rse-sho e 
with the o p en end to the big fire­ 
p lace in the state dining room. 
That p u ts the President and Mrs. 
Roosev elt facing each o ther in 
the center o f the ho rse-sho e with 
the ranking gu ests alongside. 
Befo re su ch dinners get off to 
a start o n the co nso mme there 
mu st be eno u gh bo o k-keep ing 
do ne to get the Kingdo m of 
Grau stark o u t o f the red. 
First Mrs. Ro o sev elt makes u p 
the gu est list with the help o f her 
social 
secretary , 
Mrs. 
James 
Helm, a Nav y widow who knows 
p ro cedu re. Then the list is sent 
to the State Dep artment where 
H. C. Sp ru ks, the ceremo nial o f­ 
ficer, decides who will sit nex t to 
whom. That’s a fine p ro blem in 
social algebra which goes this 
way : 
The President is the head of 
any p arty he attends. 
The Vice President comes nex t. 
The o thers follow in this o r­ 
der: 
ambassado rs, 
Su p reme 
Co u rt ju dges, senato rs, rep re­ 
sentativ es, and then the ho i-p o - 
loi which may be ju st-p lain-rich- 
p eop le, members o f the p ress, 
and friends o f the President. 
Bu t su p p o se there are three 
ambassado rs 
there. Who sits 
nearest the President? Why , the 
ambassado r who has been here 
the lo ngest. That goes fo r all the 
o ther classificatio ns. Bu t it takes 
a Philadelp hia lawy er to look it 
u p . When the State Dep artment 
finally gets the seating do wn in 
p ro p er 
black-and-white 
the 
gu est list goes back to 
Mrs. 
Roosev elt. 
She sends it nex t to A. B. Tol­ 
ley , o f the White Hou se staff, who 
works o u t a large, white card­ 
bo ard diagram o f the table. At 
each p lace he cu ts a little slit, 
and into these slits he fits a nar­ 
row card bearing the name o f a 
gu est, Like p lay ing p ap er-do lls. 
When a name card has been 
fitted co rrectly into each slit the 
diagram is handed to Mrs. Helm 


who carries it like a p latter o f 
p earls to the state dining ro o m 
abo u t two ho u rs befo re the din­ 
ner. Mrs. Ro o sev elt u su ally jo ins 
her, and to gether they see th at 
the p lace-cards are in their right 
p laces acco rding to the To lley - 
state dep artm ent diagram. 
There is a last check against 
mistakes. It is a seating-made- 
easy scheme fo r the gu ests. As 
each man gu est takes off his co at 
he is handed—in a white env el­ 
op e bearing the President’s seal— 
a little white card o n which is a 
map o f the dinner table and the 
name o f the lady he is to take in. 
On the map ars two small, p en­ 
cilled cro sses to sho w him the 
ap p ro x imate p o sitio n o f his p lace 
at the table.
